SACRAMENTO   an ex­ 
tensive state-wide drive for 
passage of SB 28 and SCA 2, 
the measures which will ef­ 
fectuate extensive changes 
in the system of selecting 
judges In California, is get­ 
ting under way at the pres­ 
ent time.

on the assumption that the 
state legislature will pass 
both of the measures, al­ 
though at the present time, 
the measures, by Sen.

R-Santa Cruz, have 
not as yet even gotten 
through the senate.

The measures, in effect, 
remove the appointment of 
judges in this state from the 
governor and place selection 
in local commission, which 
make selections, and then 
make recommendations to 
the governor, after which he 
in fact names the judges.

and urged by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. It was a part of his 
election campaign more than 
a yeer ago.

Under the present system 
of selecting judges, they are 
named by the governor. Al­ 
though it Is not required by 
law, governors in the part 
have had a qualifications 
committee pass on reeonv

post or applicants for judge- 
ships.

The present system actual­ 
ly leaves the selections to be 
made on a political basis, 
and a governor if he so chose 
could appoint on a party 
line, rather than a qualifi­ 
cations basis.
